The  Rams  led  by  seniors  Brian  Frevert,  Rich  Allison, 
Byron  Davis,  Chuck  Schafer,  Steve  Stark  and  Don 
Schroeder  led  the  Rams  to  one  of,  if  not  the  best,  track 
seasons  in  the  history  of  Greene  High.
